There  are  two  Health  Visitors  and  a part-time  Clerk,  and  a rota  of 
voluntary  helpers.  Theim,  is  a joint  consulting  Obstetrician  and 
a joint  consulting  Paediatrician. 

The  Cripples'  Guild  and  the  Children's  Hospital  in  Nottingham  see 
cases  referred  to  them  by  the  M.O.H. 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinics  arc  attended  by  the  four  general  Practitioner 
in  the  district,  who  in  difficult  cases  can  refer  the  patient  to 
tho  consulting  Obstetrician  through  the  M.O.H.
